The proposed new kindergarten for the 
Sikeston R*5 School District nearly hit a 
roadblock Tuesday night at the City Council 
meeting when a nearby property owner 
unsuccessfully insisted the council relocate 
the proposed extension of Salcedo Road. 


The council was considering an ordinance 
approving the subdivision of the school site, 
when attorneys Joe and Bob Fuchs 
challenged the location of the proposed 
extension of Salcedo Road, which will lead 
to the new school. 
They were representing their mother, 
who owns 109 acres between the Matthews 
property and Collins North Acres. The 


property is land-located with no roads 
leading into it. 
Joe Fuchs did most of the arguing. He 
said the proposed extension of the Salcedo 
Rosd would logically continue due east 
from the kindergarten complex to Ingram 
Street. 
That would put Salcedo Road about s 
block north of the Fuchs property line. Only 
two smaU streets, Spring and Plasa drives, 
would lead into the 103 acres. 
Fuchs said the city plan shows Salcedo 
Rosd continuing oast in a straight line from 
where it now ends on the west side of North 
Main Street. That would run the street 
through the Fuchs property. 


Fuchs asked that the council refuse to 
agree to locate the school at that site and 
have it moved south so that Salcedo Road 
would extend into his mother's land; or to 
require that the street curve south to the 
north edge of the Fuchs property. 
At the end of a debate that lasted nearly 
one hour, the council refused his request. 
They pointed out that the city plan was not 
binding, that the Matthews donated the land 
where they wanted it to go, and that the 
council was only approving the rood ex­ 
tension to the school, not all the way to 
Ingram Road.

to prosecute 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The comptroller 
of the currency said today he found no 
roaaon to prosecute Budget Director Bert 
Lanoe or anyone else for several of Lance's 
private loans and overdrafts but questioned 
some of the banking practices involved. 
The new report was on two of the lesser 
issues in the controversy over Lance’s 
banking transactions, The comptroller is 
still preparing a report on Lance’s use of 
bank aircraft and on the comptroller of­ 
fice’s original investigation of Lancs. 
In his new report, Comptroller John 
Helmann traced a pattern of loans to Mr. 
and Mrs. Lance from the Fulton National 


Bank of Atlanta while Lance was president 
of the Calhoun, Ga., First National Bank. 
As in some of Lance's other loans, the 
Calhoun bank had a "correspondent 
relationship" with the Fulton bank. This 
means the Calhoun bank deposited money 
without interest at the Fulton bank in ex­ 
change for services, a common banking 
practice. In each case, the comptroller’s 
office has been trying to decide if Lance's 
bank kept extra money on deposit at the 
larger bank so Lance could get his loan. 
The report said the Fulton bank "looked 
in some measure to the maintenance of

CHARLESTON — A Wilson City man is in 
critical condition at Missouri Delta Com­ 
munity Hospital at Sikeston following a 
shooting incident Tuesday night at the home 
of Ceola Mason, 07, of Wilson City. 
Deputy Sheriff Robert Smith said today 
Leonard Wiley, 29, of Wilson City is in 
critics! condition in the intensive care unit 
at the hospital, where he was taken 
following the shooting shortly before 10 p.m. 
Tuesday. 
Wiley was shot once at close range with a 
.410 single-shot shotgun. The shot passed 


through his right arm into the right side of 
the chest. 
Mason is being held in Mississippi County 
jail on a charge of felonious assault. 


Circumstances leading to the shooting 
were not known this morning. Smith said 
Mason, who was arrested by Smith and 
Wyatt City Marshall John Pearson, was 
intoxicated at the time of the shooting and 
has been unable to provide information. 
Wiley has also been unable to tall 
authorities what led to the shooting.

grocer charged with contracting for the 
killing of his wife. 
Holt, 56, Is accused of offering 91000 to his 
girlfriend’s cousin, Roger Dale Jackson, 19, 
to murder Mrs. Joyce Holton Nov. 23,1970. 
Judge 
Ragland, 
who 
called 
the 
disqualification "a matter of course" 
allowed defense counsel under Missouri 
law, said Circuit Coirt Judge Marshall 
Craig of Sikeston will be the presiding 
Judge. A new date for tho trial, which was 
set to begin today, has not yet been deter­ 
mined. 
The motion for Ragland's disqualification 
was filed last week by Holt's attorney, Jim 
Ed Reeves of Caruthersville. 
Holt was arrested several days after his 
wife's murder when 19-yoar-old Wanda 
McAllister, also of Bragg City, told dsputies 
that Holt and she were lovers and that the 


grocer had planned to kill his wife because 
she refused to grant him a divorce. 
Miss McAlltstsr, granted Immunity for 
her testimony at the preliminary hearing 
last December, said that Holt told her how 
he had failed at least five times to carry out 
the murder of his wife. She said his plans 
included drowning, electric shock and 
shooting, all arranged to look like accidents.

McAllister s cousin, Roger Jackson, ad­ 
mitted to killing Mrs. Holt after Holt 
promised to erase his grocery debts. 
Jackson, then an unemployed farm laborer 
and the father of two small children, said he 
almost backed out of the deal at the last 
minute but feared Mrs. Holt wouldn't 
believe his story. He said he therefore shot 
her four times and ran. 
Jackson, who Is also awaiting trial for 
murder, is being held In the Pemiscot 
County Jail after an escape attempt two 
weeks ago. Holt is free on a 12,500 property 
bond.

EAST PRAIRIE — Four burglaries and 
two attempted break-ins occurred early 
today during a deliberately caused elec­ 
trical power outage, according to Police 
Chief Jake Abner. 
A piece of clothesline wire was thrown 
into a transformer at the Missouri Utilities 
substation on DeField Street, causing the 
power outage on the west side of town, 
Abner said. Power was restored in about 
two hours. 
Petty cash was taken from vending 
machines at Raymond Cornwell Service 
Station on East Main Street following entry 
eastside door. 
Banks Body Shop on East Main Street was 
entered by twisting the front door lock. 
Money was taken from vending machines in 
the shop. 
The front door lode at Mississippi County 
Gas and Oil Co., owned by Bill Adkison, was 
forced. An undetermined amount of money 
and a radio waa taken from the office of the 


company, also located on East Main Street. 
The fourth break-in occurred at Hall’s 
Tavern on E. Main Street The lock on a 
northside door was twisted off and money 
from vending machines, plus a large 
amount of cigarettes, were taken. Larry 
Smith is owner of the tavern. 
Attempts were made to enter the Country

A. We get cholesterol in 
many animal foods and, since 
our bodies can manufacture it, 
there is little danger of not 
having enough 
Generally, the body reg 
ulates cholesterol well If we 
eat less, the body supplies 
the missing amounts. If we eat 
more, the body makes less. 
Ex tra cholesterol is destroyed 
and ex creted 
But the bodies of many 
people cannot cope with a lot 
of cholesterol-rich foods, par­ 
ticularly if these are in an av­ 
erage American diet which is 
rich in saturated fat (For this 
reason, doctors often suggest 
restricting fatty meats, but­ 
ter, cheese and rich baked 
goods, and recommend using 
polyunsaturated fats such as 
Ma/ola corn 
oil 
and 
mar­ 
garine ) 
When the cholesterol regu 
lating mechanism is faulty, the 
level of cholesterol in the 
blood can go up.’This often 
lesds to deposits of choles­ 
terol in the artery walls, and 
increases the risk of heart 
attack. 
Aa a rule, reducing the 
intake of cholesterol tends to 
lower blood cholesterol levels. 
But each individual is dif­ 
ferent! A few people have a 
high blood cholesterol level

Duncan in London and New 
York with a full contingent of 
harps and strings,, but things 
just didn’t go. 
“I was recorded pop, which 
I’m not,” Johnny declares. “My 
voice is smooth, but I’m country 
at heart.” 
After working as a DJ in the 
Southwest for several years, 
Johnny moved to Nashville in 
the early sixties. For two years 
he supported his wife and 
daughters by working as a 
bricklayer, and later as a DJ.

When Ohioans go to the polls ia 
November it appears they'll be 
voting on an amenihnont to the 
state constitution that would 
ban mousetraps. 
The Ohio Committee for Hu­ 
mane Trapping, Inc., has tenta­ 
tively qualified its proposal to 
ban leg-hold traps in the state 
as one of the amendment issues 
for the general election ballot. 
The committee, headed by 
Sandy Rowland of Bowling 
Green, claims the traps are in­ 
humane and cause “continuing, 
prolonged suffering” in both 
wild and domestic animals. 
Mrs. Rowland said she was 
optimistic that the voters would 
approve the amemknent in 
light of a poll which “indicates

By ANDREW ROSENTHAL 
NEW YORK (AP) - Chris 
Costner Sisemore says she is 
busy tying up the threads of 22 
lives — all of them her own. 
The 81-year-old woman — 
also known as Eve White, Eve 
Black and by 19 other names— 
says she became aware of her­ 
self as an individual for the 
first time about three years 
ago, when her deeply sub­ 
merged personality awoke from 
what amounted to a 40-year 
dumber. 
During that period, she said, 
her life was ruled, to the cha­ 
grin and pain of those close to 
her, by personalities manufac­ 
tured by her own injured 
psyche. 
Mrs. Sizemore was one of the 
world’s most celebrated cases 
of multiple or fragmented per­ 
sonality.

Learning to live with it, he 
said, meant waking up one 
morning to a terrified woman 
who claimed she’d never seen 
him before. And it meant deal­ 
ing with periods of blindness 
and muteness, too. 
"I was so ashamed," said 
Mrs. Sizemore, making a tent 
of her fingertips and settling 
into a deep chair. She spoke 
calmly and with self-assurance, 
her round face creasing often 
into a smile. 
"I thought I shouldn’t be 
alive. I thought someone with a 
thing like that inside them 
didn’t deserve to live." 
But Mrs. Sizemore said she 
gradually came to understand 
herself. And when the Retrace 
Ijady 
died" she was sure her 
nightmare was over. For the 
first time, she's absorbed the 
memo* tes of all the women and 
is "learning to deal with life 
differently," she said. 
Mrs. Sizemore said she was 
starting to enjoy herself again. 
"1 see things I've never seen 
before," she said. "Like bees 
on a leaf or grains of sand. 
"That sounds so corny. I 
know, but it’s true. I’ve been so 
busy existing, I haven’t had 
time to live."

Social Security ills pose dilemma for Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - So­ 
cial Security pays benefits to 
33.3 million persons and col­ 
lects taxes from 108 million 
workers and their employers. 
It’s also running out of money. 
But Congress has no intention 
of letting benefits to the elder­ 
ly, disabled, widows and de­ 
pendents be cut off or reduced. 
It will start in earnest on the 
business of finding the needed 
money 
Sept. 
12, 
when 
the 
House Ways and Means Social 
Security subcommittee begins 
{Hitting together new financing 
legislation. 
Witnesses already have de­ 
scribed the uneasiness of the 
retired about the future of the 
system. Active workers, who in 
many 
instances 
are 
paying 
more in Social Security taxes 
than in income tax — up to 
$965.25 this year and probably 
$1,070.85 next year — worry 
that 
the 
load 
may 
become 
back-breaking and still leave 
them with no assurance of se­ 
curity in old age. 
Since 1975 Social Security has 
been paying out more than it 
receives from the payroll taxes 
levied to support it. 
It has been drawing down its 
reserves to keep up the pay­ 
ments. 
Latest estim ates are 
that, if nothing were done, the 
trust 
fund 
for payments to 
those who retired for disability 
would be exhausted by late 1978 
or 
early 
1979 
and 
current 
receipts would be insufficient 
for payments. 
The corresponding fund for 
those who retired for age, and 
for their dependents, 
is not 
projected to last beyond about 
1983 unless replenished 
Everyone agrees Social Se­ 
curity’s financial 
problem is 
real and serious and that Con­ 
gress must act quickly during 
the waning months of its 1977 
session 
But 
the 
agreement 
stops there. 
The 
lawmakers 
are faced 
with what is always one ol 
their most painful decisions: 
Who will pay? 
Any tax increase runs count­ 
er to the efforts of President 
Carter and the Democratic m a­ 
jority to stimulate the lagging 
economy, while any additional 
spending not covered by taxes 
enlarges the deficit, threatens 
Carter’s goal of budget balance 
by 1981, and may retard the 
growth of business confidence 
needed to provide job-building 
private investment 
Carter sent Congress early 
this year a package of profiov 
als desivned to see Social Se­ 
curity through its immediate fi­ 
nancial pinch and make a start 
toward solving longer range 
problems tna. could cause the 
system even greater difficulties 
after the year 2000. 
But at least one of the major 
elements in Carter's package is 
in deep trouble in Congress and 
no consensus on alternatives is 
m sight. 
The more pressing problem 
facing Social Security results 
basically from the unforeseen 
persistence of high unemploy­ 
ment accompanied by contin-/ 
ued inflation since 1974 
In times of unemployment, 
payroll tax receipts fall below 
estimates. Disbursements go up 
because more people retire ear­ 
ly, and under existing law in­ 
flation automatically boosts the 
payments. 
The trust funds are designed 
to carry the system over tem­ 
porary slumps The long eco­ 
nomic woes of the 1970’s proved 
them inadequate 
In 1970 the size of the trust 
funds were equal to a year’s 
disbursements. By the begin­ 
ning of this year they had fall­ 
en to hall that and were contin­ 
uing to decline. 


Additionally, for reasons not 
fully understood, retirements 
for disability have outrun pro­ 
jections. 
There are two m ajor reasons 
for Social Security’s longer- 
range 
problems, 
that could 
come to a head about 2010 un­ 
less corrected. 
One is the changing age mix 
of the U.S. population. There 
are now about three workers to 
one beneficiary. In the next 
century the ratio may be two to 
one, meaning a bigger drain on 
each wage earner to help sup­ 
port the pensioner. 
The other long-range threat 
to the system, one easier to 
pinpoint and correct, is a faulty 
formula for computing the fu­ 
ture 
benefits 
of 
persons 
presently working. 
In 
effect, 
it 
compensates 
twice 
for 
inflation. 
Unless 
changed, it could permit retir­ 
ees by the year 2000 to draw 
benefits higher than their best 
working-year earnings. 
In addition, there are ano­ 
malies and inequities in the 
system that call for reform, es­ 
pecially provisions widely re­ 
garded a s unfair to women. 
The courts already have man­ 
dated some changes. 
Congress certainly will not r 
cure all of Social Security’s ills 
this year or next. 
v 
It may well tackle the job in 
three installments — a quick 
temporary 
fix, 
perhaps 
in­ 
volving borrowings among the 
various trust funds or from the 
Treasury; 
more 
substantial 
refinancing legislation, perhaps 
next year; thorough reform left 
to future congresses. 
Carter’s package addressed 
principally 
Social 
Security’s 
short-range financing problems. 
The 
administration’s 
most 
controversial 
proposal 
is 
to 
transfer over the next three 
years $14.1 billion of general 
revenues — essentially the pro­ 
ceeds of the income tax — to 
the Social Security trust funds. 
The shift would be intended 
to compensate for payroll tax 
receipts lost because unemploy­ 
ment has remained above 6 per 
cent since 1975. Whether such 
transfers would be permanently 
authorized whenever unemploy­ 
ment exceeded 6 per cent was 
left open for future study. 
In a test vote, the Senate fi­ 
nance committee split 11 to 3 
against the proposal. 
The proposed transfer cam e 
under 
immediate and heavy 
fire not only from business 
groups. Republicans, some for­ 
mer Social Security officials 
and some economists, but also 
from 
the

congressional 
committee chairmen who will 
have most to do with the legis­ 
lation These are Rep. Al Ull- 
man, 
D-Oe.. 
of 
Ways 
and 
Means, and Sen. Russell B. 
Long, D-La., of Senate Finance. 
The AFL-CIO and m ajor or­ 
ganizations of older Americans 
generally support the adm inis­ 
tration package, including the 
transfer. 
Some 
economists 
agree 
Chairman 
Jam es 
A. 
Burke. D-Mass., of the Social 
Security subcommittee has long 
advocated a regular contribu­ 
tion of general funds. 


Ullman and Long have taken 
the position that so long as the 
government as a whole is oper­ 
ating in the red. it is poor pol­ 
icy to cover one deficit by in­ 
creasing another. 


Both have said more reve­ 
nues will have to be found for 
Social Security, if not by in­ 
creasing the payroll tax, then 
by finding some new source. 
Both have suggested that a val­ 
ue added tax — a form of na­ 
tional sales tax — may be 
worth considering. 
The argument about using 


general revenues for part of the 
cost of Social Security is as old 
as the system. Most of the oth­ 
er industrialized countries with 
similar systems do so. 
When the U.S. plan was being 
developed in President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt’s adminis­ 
tration, use of general revenue 
money was considered. The de­ 
cision, however, was to rely on 
a payroll tax imposed equally 
on employers and employes. 
Congress generally has held 
to that principle over the dec­ 
ades. It has increased the tax 
as the system has expanded to 


cover more people and provide 
greater benefits. 
General revenues have been 
added only for special, limited 
purposes, and for the govern­ 
ment’s part of the Medicare 
doctor bill coverage. 
flie yield of the payroll tax 
can be enlarged by increasing 
the rate, raising the ceiling on 
wages subject to tax, or both. 
The rate, now 5.85 per cent 
each on employes and employ­ 
ers, will go to 6.05 per cent 
Jan. 1 even if the law is not 
changed. The maximum wage 
base, now $16,500, will be in- 


creased next year, probably to 
$17,700. 
Boosting the payroll tax yield 
by raising the ceiling on tax­ 
able earnings has appeal in 
Congress because it does not in­ 
crease the burden on lower 
paid employes, while a rate 
raise hits everyone. 
But since only about 15 per 
cent of workers earn more than 
the taxable maximum, the Con­ 
gressional Budget Office esti­ 
mates, it would take an in­ 
crease of 63 per cent in the 
ceiling to raise as much reve­ 
nue in the next six years as a 1 


per cent increase in the com­ 
bined employer-employe rate. 
Carter’s 
package includes 
some increases in the taxable 
earnings base, but not imme­ 
diately. 
He would by stages, begin­ 
ning in 1979, eliminate the ceil­ 
ing so far as the employer’s tax 
is concerned, so that by 1961 
the employer would be paying 
on his entire payroll. 
The ceiling on earnings for 
the employe’s tax would be 
raised in four steps, beginning 
in 1979, so that by 1965 the proj­ 
ected ceiling would be $30,300. 


Carter’s package contains 
other tax changes. 
Present law contemplates an 
increase in the payroll tax rate 
of 1 per cent each on employes 
and employers in the year 2011. 
The administration would ad­ 
vance the change, putting one 
quarter of it into effect in 1985 
and the other three-quarters in 
1990. 
The administration also pro­ 
poses restoring the tax rate on 
self-employed persons to one 
and one-half times the employe 
rate. It has fallen in recent 
years to about one and one- 


third times. 
The package also includes a 
new benefit formula to elimi­ 
nate the double adjustment for 
inflation. Those already retired 
would not be affected and those 
retiring soon only minimally. 
The principle is unopposed, but 
there is some disagreement as 
to the exact formula. 
If all 
its programs are 
adopted, the administration told 
Congress, the trust funds will 
have adequate balances by the 
end of 1982 and the system will 
be safely financed well into the 
next century.

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Labor leadership power shifting to new breed of union official 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
American labor movement to 
undergoing a managerial revo­ 
lution that has produced the 
most 
sweeping 
leadership 
changes since the 1940s, with 
power passing to a new breed 
of union official. 
AFL-CIO President £eorge 
Meany still dominates tie giant 
labor federation, but tor the 
first time his legislative lobby­ 
ing and political ta<jtics are 
being challenged. Sohe of the 
new, younger union presidents 
have even urged hill publicly 
to retire. 


“He’s 83 and he should get 
out and let somebody « little 
younger and a little closer to us 
get on with it,” says the out­ 
spoken William W. Winpisinger, 
newly elected president of the 
International 
Association 
of 
Machinists. At 53, he is 30 
years younger than Meany. 
Death and retirement in the 
'last three years have brought 
•to power a new generation of 
leaders 
in the construction 
trades, the clothing unions and 
imore than a dozen major indus- 
\ trial unions. 
This year alone, the nation’s 


three largest industrial unions 
— the machinists, the auto and 
steelworkers — elected new 
leaders. By year’s end, only 
two of the 33 union presidents 
who make up the AFL-CIO’s 
policy-making executive council 
will have.served on the council 
longer than eight years. 
The new leaders generally 
are younger and better edu­ 
cated than the old-timers of la­ 
bor’s rough and tumble days. 
Several have law degrees. They 
are also, for the most part, 
more liberal politically and 
more militant in their attitude 


toward organizing new mem­ 
bers. 
“Today’s labor leader is far 
better equipped to handle the 
tough economic issues that 
come up at the bargaining 
table, and they know how to 
read a profit and loss state­ 
ment or a computer printout,” 
says A1 Zack, the AFL-CIO’s 
long-time spokesman. And, he 
adds, “They all read the Wall 
Street Journal.” 
But Zack and other observers 
think the new group of leaders 
will have more impact on style 
than on substance. 


“The changes are not as apt 
to be as dramatic as some 
people think because the basic 
fundamentals of wages, hours 
and working conditions will still 
be the fundamentals,” says an­ 
other labor veteran. 
The building trades unions, 
traditionally the labor move­ 
ment’s most conservative ele­ 
ment, are beginning to show 
change under new leaders. 
Long criticized for their ex­ 
clusionary policies, the craft 
inions are actively recruiting 
minorities and women. They 
ilso have begun easing restric- 


:ive work practice rules to be­ 
come more competitive with 
wnunion contractors who are 
:aking a larger share of build- 
ng jobs. 
New leadership in the needle 
:rades has given new life to 
these unions, now campaigning 
to organize Southern textile fae-' 
lories and restrict clothing im­ 
ports that have caused the loss 
of American jobs. 
The emergence of Winpisi­ 
nger, Douglas Fraser of the 
auto workers, Glenn Watts of , 
the communications workers 
and Lloyd McBride of the steel- 
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workers is likely to give new 
strength to labor’s liberal wing. 
They believe organized labor 
should shed its “ middle-class 
image” and focus 
attention 
once again on broad economic 
and social policy issues. 
“If you’re going to rally sup­ 
port 
behind your programs 
you’re going to have to show 
concern not only about your 
members but all the people in 
our society,” says the 60-year- 
old Fraser. 
“You’ve got to prove to the 
people of this country that the 
labor movement is concerned 
about all the people, not just 
those who happen to be paying 
dues into the labor organ­ 
izations.” 
But until and unless Fraser 
can bring his union back into 
the AFL-CIO, he will have no 
say on federation policy. The 
UAW left the AFL-CIO in 1968 
in a policy and personality dis­ 
pute between Meany and Wal­ 
ter Reuther, who was then 
UAW president. 
Fraser, a political liberal wno 
rose through his union’s ranks 
after going to work as a metal 
polisher in a Chrysler Corp. 
plant, favors reaffiliation on the 
grounds that a united labor 
movement is in the best inter­ 


est of workers. But there is 
strong opposition within the 
UAW, in part because of rank- 
and-file objection to Meany’s 
continued leadership. 
The AFL-CIO’s Zack rejects 
the criticism from the new 
leaders and young union mem­ 
bers. He contends that, under 
Meany, the labor federation is 
already “liberal and leftist” 
and notes that it led the fight in 
Congress for the Civil Rights 
Act. And now, Zack adds, the 
AFL-CIO is in the forefront of 
the battle for a higher min­ 
imum wage and the estab­ 
lishment of a national health in­ 
surance program. 
Within the past year, perhaps 
in response to pressure from 
the new union presidents, the 
AFL-CIO has become more ag­ 
gressive toward organizing new 
members and has made reform 
of federal labor law to ease or­ 
ganizing its No 1 legislative 
priority. 


As for Meany, there had been 
speculation that Re would retire 
this year. But, with his health 
improved after recent ailments, 
he now says he will seek anoth­ 
er two-year term at the AFL- 
CIO convention in December. 
He is not likely to be opposed.

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Safari Museum in Kansas honors 
explorers Osa, Martin Johnson

CHANUTE, Kan. (A P) - The 
rolling hills of southeast Kansas 
are 8,000 miles and another 
world removed from East Af­ 
rica, but a bit of the Dark Con­ 
tinent's heritage is preserved in 
a two-story, converted railroad 
building in downtown Chanute. 
The Safari Museum is a trib­ 
ute to Martin and Osa Johnson, 
an adventurous Kansas couple 
who became world famous as 
explorers, photographers, au­ 
thors and naturalists during the 
early part of this century. 
Its artifacts draw 7,000 to 8,- 
000 visitors each year into the 
unimposing structure nestled 
among downtown businesses 
and the Santa Fe Railroad 
freight warehouse. 
“ People are very surprised to 
find this right in the middle of 
Kansas,” said Dorothy Wilson, 
an assistant at the museum. 
“ But they’re pleasantly sur­ 
prised and I hope they pass it 
on.” 
The museum, one of five in 
Kansas 
accredited 
by 
the 
American Association of Mu­ 
seums, opened in 1961 in a 
building donated by Santa Fe to 
the city. 
Neither of the Johnsons lived 
to see its creation. Martin 
Johnson died in a plane crash 
in 1937 and Osa died of a heart 
attack in 1953. 
“ They apparently had an 
agreement whereby whichever 
one of them died last, that side 
of the family inherited the col­ 
lection,” Mrs. 
Wilson said. 
“ Osa died last and her mother 
got the things.” 
Osa’s mother, Mrs. Belle 
Leighty, who died here in 1976 
at the age of 99, gave the John­ 
sons’ collection to the city with 
the stipulation that it be publi­ 
cly displayed. 
Martin Johnson was living in 
Independence, Kan., when in 
1907 at the age of 21 he got the 
chance to travel around the 
world with author Jack London 
on 
I.ondon's 
yacht, 
‘ The 
Snark.” In assembling a crew, 
Iyondon advertised for a ship’s 
cook. Johnson applied and gut 
the job, but he was said to have 
spent the entire summer learn­ 
ing to cook. 
After the trip, Johnson re­ 


turned to Independence for a 
short time and was married to 
Osa Leighty of Chanute. They 
soon began their travels to 
East Africa and the South Seas 
in earnest. 
“ I think Martin had a pre­ 
monition things were going to 
change, that there would soon 
come a time when animals 
would no longer be free and 
roaming,” Mrs. Wilson said. 
The Johnsons began pre­ 
serving the undisturbed sanc­ 
tuary of animal life and primi­ 
tive peoples on film, producing 
10 full-length movies. They also 
were active writers. Johnson’s 
first book, “ Through the South 
Seas with Jack London,” was 
published in 1913. 


Johnson wrote a total of eight 
books and Osa wrote 10, many 
of them after her husband’s 
death. The museum has copies 
of all the books and it is work­ 
ing to obtain prints of the mo­ 
tion pictures. 
A reminder that the couple 
was also active in safari hunt­ 
ing is preserved on a wall of 
the museum — a blanket made 
from the skins of 12 leopards. 
Many ecology-minded visitors 
become m ildly upset by the dis- 


piay, Mrs. Wilson said. “ But 
they did that in 1922, we tell 
them,” she said. “ But they say, 
‘Oh, yes, but 12 animals?' The 
Johnsons also trapped some an­ 
imals and sold them to zoos, in­ 
cluding five cheetahs they sold 
to the St. Louis Zoo.” 
Among the exhibits in the 
museum are a South Seas Dev- 
il-Devil, Masai hunting spears 
and shields from East Africa, 
and portraits of primitive Afri­ 
can peoples and cannibals from 
the South Seas. 
Mrs. Wilson said one of the 
most popular exhibits was a 
collection of African artifacts 
donated by Dr. Pascal Impe- 
rato, health commissioner of 
New York City and a former 
physician in Mali. 
More than 200 masks, statu­ 
es, musical instruments, house­ 
hold items and religious objects 
from more than 
30 
tribal 
groups are contained in the col­ 
lection on the second floor of 
the museum. The display was 
officially opened in 1974. 
Museum director Keith Boi- 
Iwahn said he hoped to further 
open the museum's facilities to 
researchers and also planned a 
traveling exhibit to introduce 
Kansans to the museum.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Think of Andy Griffith and you 
may think of a good old boy 
who’d rather loaf than labor. 
But lately he’s been busier than 
a flute player’s upper lip dur­ 
ing the William Tell Overture. 
Last night, the country boy 
who sprang to fame as a rustic 
sheriff on CBS for eight years 
popped up as President of the 
United States in the openinv 
stanza of ABC’s “Washiigton: 
Behind Closed Doors.” 
And last week, he was at 
MGM, finishing the second of 
two TV movies — playing Abel 


Marsh, a gunless sheriff at a 
California lake resort — in 
what he hopes will become a 
one-hour weekly series on NBC. 
Griffith, 45, a tall, sur­ 
prisingly intense native of Mt. 
Airy, N.C., said his new ven­ 
ture is the third version of an 
idea he’s been hot on for sev­ 
eral years, a rural cop show 
featuring both humor and mys­ 
tery. 
He said the first version 
aired on ABC about three years 
ago — with him in it — as a 
movie called "Winter Kill.” He 
wanted to make it a series but 


the network didn’t. 
Despite high ratings, he said, 
"they choose not to have it on 
the air (as a series) because it 
showed earth instead of as­ 
phalt. 
“They were afraid — became 
I have a Southern accent and 
the show was set in a small 
town — that right away it was 
‘Green Acres’ or ‘Petticoat 
Junction.” 
Things moldered until a 
writer, Lane Slate, did a sim­ 
ilar show about a lake resort 
sheriff, a James Gamer movie 
called ‘They Only Kill Their 


Masters,” Griffith said. 
Then, he added, he and his 
long-time partner, Richard 0.

Mother Nature is apparently 
tougher and more resilient than 
we think, at least as far as oil 
spills are concerned. 
A study by Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology has 
found that the fragile ecologies 
of coastal areas can survive 
and, given enough time, recover 
from the effects of this kind of 
pollution. 
There have never been more 
massive oil spills than occurred 
during World War II. In the first 
six months of 1942 alone, tankers 
sunk by German 
U-boats 
dumped more than 3.4 million 
barrels of oil and gasoline off the 
Atlantic coast. 
This is five times more oil 
than was involved in history’s 
worst single spill, the Torrey 
Canyon disaster off England in 
1987, and 20 times the cargo 
carried by the Argo Merchant, 
which 
broke 
up 
off 
Massachusetts last December. 
The MIT study, which was 
funded by a grant from the 
National 
Oceanic 
and 
Atmospheric 
Administration, 
focused on two areas hit by the 
wartime 
spills: 
Ocracoke 
Island. N.C., where more than 
160,000 barrels 
came ashore, 
and northern New Jersey coast 
waters, which were sheared 
with 264,000 barrels 
The researchers found that in 
both cases, "regional wildlife 
and economy (fishing) survived 
with minimal difficulty."

complacency. What it really 
means is that the only reason we 
did not long ago damage vast

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Baker Concocts Slick Scheme To 
Raise Senate OOP Campaign Cash 


by Jack A nderson 
and Les WhlUen 
WASHINGTON — Sen­ 
ate Minority Leader How­ 
ard 
Baker, 
R-Tenn., 
rounded up enough fellow 
Republicans recently to 
block public financing of 
Senate elections. He also 
concocted a slick scheme 
to raise private funds for 
those same Republicans 
The able and agile Baker 
signed his name to a fund­ 
raising letter which dis­ 
cussed the need for a 
strong national defense. 
The need for campaign 
funds was barely men­ 
tioned 
The letter was 
mailed to about one million 
well heeled prospects. 
A detailed questionnaire, 
identified as the '1977 Na­ 
tional Defense Survey/ 
was enclosed in the same 
envelope 'I’ve gone ahead 
and registered a special 
survey number in your 
name/ explained Baker, 
*... so that the results can 
be tabulated accurately 
and quickly.” 
The Senate Republican 
leader continued urgently: 
*1 personally believe this is 
NOT the time to gamble, in 
any way, with our national 
defenses ... But I want to 
know what you think. 
That's why I’ve sent you 
this specially numbered 
survey assigned for your 
personal use.” 
Oh yes, $300,000 had to be 
raised, Baker added, to 
fund two top priority proj­ 
ects 
*(1) distribute na­ 
tionally the 1977 SURVEY 


ON 
NATIONAL 
DE­ 
FENSE to thousands of 
Americans and (2) elect 
Republicans to the U.S. 
Senate who’ll vote to keep 
our defense strong.” 
The questionnaires and 
the checks began rolling in 
this summer The checks 
were processed by the 
Bank of Virginia, which 
carefully 
deposited 
the 
money and kept a list of 
contributors. 
But 
those 
top-priority questionnaires 
were dumped unceremoni­ 
ously into the trash. 
Sources at the bank told 
us that 20.000 to 30,000 
questionnaires were dis­ 
carded without bothering 
to tabulate the results. It 
looked suspiciously ss if 
the defense survey were 
merely a gimmick to raise 
campaign 
funds, 
being 
that it's easier to extract 
money from the citizenry 
in the name of patriotism 
than politics. 
Our 
reporter 
Vance 
Hawthorne 
confronted 
GOP officials with the alle­ 
gations that, once the 
checks had been carefully 
removed from the enve­ 
lopes, the urgent survey 
results were thrown in the 
trash. 'Completely inaccu­ 
rate,” retorted the offi­ 
cials 
Our sources, neverthe­ 
less, stuck by their story. 
One furnished us with a 
sworn affidavit declaring: 
*1 was assigned to the 
mailing services section of 


the Bank of Virginia where 
I was put to work ... pro­ 
cessing mail for the Re­ 
publican National Senato­ 
rial Committee. I wae di­ 
rected by ray supervisor to 
throw away the surveys 
involved in the mailing/ 
Immediately after our 
inquiries, 
our 
sources 
reported, the check proces­ 
sors were issued new in­ 
structions to begin saving 
the 
questionnaires. 
We 
went back to the GOP. This 
time a spokesman ac­ 
knowledged that 20,000 to 
30,000 questionnaires had 
been discarded because of 
s 'misunderstanding * 
Three bank sources as­ 
sured us, however, that 
there had been no misun­ 
derstanding. The bank had 
received explicit instruc­ 
tions, they insisted, to 
throw out the question­ 
naires. 
Since the names and ad­ 
dresses had been filed, the 
Republicans have now fol­ 
lowed up quietly with a 
new letter to thoee whose 
questionnaires were depos­ 
ited in the trash. This letter 
is signed not by Baker but 
by Robert Moore, the exec­ 
utive director of the cam­ 
paign committee. 
*Unfortunately, due to a 
processing 
error,” 
he 
explains, “the original sur­ 
vey assigned to your name 
was not tabulated. And 
that really concerns me.” 
Now, the survey results 
are being tabulated, albeit 
belatedly.

Queen Elizabeth U 
'Bastion Against Naked Power'

LONDON - Britain has a long 
experience of monarchy and. as 
the Silver Jubilee celebrations 
have proved, the institution is 
well founded on papular respect 
and affection for the present 
holder of the office - Queen 
Elizabeth II. 
There have, of course, been 
profound changes in the nature 
and style of the monarchy since 
the Stuarts tried to assert the 
doctrine of the Divine Right of 
Kings 
The 
constitutional 
changes since the 17th century 
have always been concerned 
with limiting the power of the 
executive and asserting the 
control 
of 
the 
elected 
Parliament The result has been 
that the ability of the Crown to 
dictate or to promote policies 
has been modified to a point 
where the monarch always acta 
on the advice of her ministers. 
The Queen, under the con­ 
stitution. still has the power to 
dismiss Parliament or to refuse 
its advice, but no monarch 
would m practice invoke such 
powers 
except 
under 
cir­ 
cumstances which are virtually 
unforeseeable 
Paradoxically, in this century, 
as the actual power of the Crown 
has declined its influence on 
public opinion has increased 
The public has become con­ 
cerned 
about some of the 
aspects of democracy, and in 
particular the ability of sec 
tional groups to grasp power and 
to use it on occasions against the 
interest of the majority of the 
poeple 
For example, an overbearing 
attitude on the part of a large 
trade union could be as tyran 
meal as that of any of the earlier 
kings 
So the British people, who 
throughout history have been 
peculiarly sensitive to their 
democratic rights, approve of a 
monarch who is above politics 
and 
who 
could 
be 
their 
safeguard against a return in 
different guise of anked power 
The British public prefer the 
monarchy to a presidency for 
the reason that a president it in 
most 
cases 
a 
half political 
anunal 
The strength of the 
Queen in comtemporary history 
is that she is above the party 
political battle 
There is a more personal 
reason 
for 
the 
increased 
prestige of the Crown King 
George 
V and the present 
Queen s parents, King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth, proved 
themselves to be exemplary 
public servants. 
The Queen and her husband 
Prince Philip, Duke of Edin 
burgh, have carried on that 
tradition and adapted the 
monarchy to changing social 
condiUons with sensitivity and 
skill So both In a constitutional 
and in a personal sense the 
Crown has interpreted the mood 
of the day 
The facet of the British 
monarchy which others seem to 
find it difficult to understand is 
the role of the Queen as Heed of 


the Commonwealth. On the face 
of it this is an anachronism, but 
in practice the relationship 
works and has its value in terms 
of 
Britain's 
international 
relations. 
What is more, the 19th century 
interpretation 
of 
British 
colonialism was liberal in the 
sense 
that 
from 
the 
start 
training was given to the in­ 
digenous pec pies of Africa. Asia 
and the West Indies in the arts of 
administration and government. 
Once 
that 
process 
started, 
ultimate independence for the 
territories was assured

SEATTLE (A P) - Joe Ve- 
nuti is 79 years old, 56 years 
into developing a personal style 
of playing Jazz on the violin 
He still makes the rounds of 
Jazz festivals and night clubs 
across the country. He’s still 
performing, still learning. 
“ You can’t stop. You can’t 
slow down," he said in a inter­ 
view “ You’ve got to keep go­ 
ing.

In less than a year’s time, 
Johnny Duncan has emerged

Finally, one morning in 1966, 
Columbia’s legendary Don Law 
spotted Johnny singing on Ralph 
Emery's early morning WSM 
television 
show 
and 
im­ 
mediately 
offered 
him 
a 
recording contract. "It was the 
biggest day of my life,” Johnny 
recalls. 
With Columbia, Johnny’s 
career began to pick up 
somewhat. He had a half-dozen 
or so chart records, beginning 
with “Hard Luck Joe,” right up 
through “Jo And The Cowboy,” 
and "Sweet Country Woman," 
along with several albums. In 
the meantime, Charlie Pride 
recorded a dozen or so of 
Johnny’s songs, and from 1969 
until 1972, Johnny opened on 
Charlie Pride’s road shows. 
Afterwards, Johnny's recording 
career hit a slump. Although 
Columbia Records continued to 
believe in Mm, his reeords 
stopped hitting, and he spent two 
years singing in a dinner lounge 
in Bowling Green, Kentucky, 80 
miles from Nashville. “We just 
couldn't get the answer," 
Johnny recalls, "we just didn't 
have the hit song... The DJ's had 
known me since the late sixties, 
but we never seemed to put it 
together." 
Finally 
one 
day, 
while 
traveling between Texas and 
Nashville, Johnny heard “the” 
hit song on his car radio. "I 
heard this song by Billy Swan, 
which was written by Kristof­ 
ferson and I didn't know at the 
time that it was just an album 
cut. When I got back to Nash­ 
ville, I was talking to Bob 
Beckham at Combine Music 
(Swan’s 
and 
Kristofferson’s 
publisher), and I said it sounded 
like Billy Swan had another 
smash with that song called 
‘Stranger.’ 
He told me it was just an 
album cut.” Not long afterward, 
Johnny 
walked 
into Billy 
Sherrill’s office and mentioned 
"Stranger." 
Billy 
nearly 
jumped out of his chair. 
"Stranger!?" 
he 
asked 
in­ 
credulously, "Why just now, 
somebody in New York called to 
tell me about that song! "In five 
minutes time, Sherrill was on 
the phone, calling musicians and 
organizing 
Duncan's 
next 
session. 
The day of the session, Johnny 
showed up at the studio time, but 
Billy Sherrill told him to relax 
for a couple hours, and come 
back So Johnny went to a local 
bar with a Schlitz dark beer tap, 
and followed lus instructions to a 
tee “ I got more than relaxed," 
he recalls . . “I didn’t intend to 
get

session)." Asked how the beer 
affected his singing. Johnny 
replied sheepishly. "All I have

ever recorded a number one 
record.” Since then, when he is 
about to record, Johnny has 
been known to carry a six-pack 
of beer into the studio with him, 
just for good luck. 
Though Johnny Duncan is, 
and always will be a Texan, he 
emphasizes that he wants no 
part of the outlaw movement. 
"Hell no, "I’m not an outlaw,” 
he says. "These people are my 
friends, and I personally go out 
and buy their records, but that’s 
just not me. I’m pretty con­ 
servative . . . I’m no different 
now than when I was work in’ out 
in the 110-degree sun, wearin’ 
boots, blue jeans, and a work 
sMrt." 
Today Johnny resides outside 
Tolar, Texas in Brazos River 
cattle country. He lives with his 
three 
teen-aged 
daughters, 
Angie, Lezlie, and Lori. (His 
marriage of 16 years ended in 
divorce several years ago.) His 
house is situated on 57 acres of 
land The farm's residents in­ 
clude a quarter-horse mare and 
three dogs. Although Duncan 
misses the creative cross-fire of 
the music scene in Nashville, 
and would like to move back 
there, he refuses to entertain the 
thought seriously. “The girls 
love the schools here,” he says 
in total explanation, "so we'll 
stay based in Texas." 
Johnny Duncan has lived the 
life he sings about; he’s known 
the women. He's been through 
the 
pain 
of 
divorce, 
the 
loneliness of one-night stands, 
and the bitter-sweet ness 
of 
romance both casual and 
serious. Johnny insists he won't 
sing a song if it doesn’t "fit my 
lifestyle or reflect my personal 
opinions.” He feels most at 
home with songs that are "not 
negative tear-jerkers, crying in 
your beer things . . 
basically 
positive things, but not your 
'amazing 
love, get-up-in-the- 
m or rung, and leave-a-rose-on- 
the-piliow song either . . . 
som ew here 
in-betw een.” 
Johnny's deep, richly textured 
voice lends itself well to the 
themes he sings about 
He’s 
been compared to Ray Price and 
the late Jim Reeves, two men 
whom Johnny lusts as Ms biggest 
influences 
Johnny 
Duncan's 
story

business After over a decade of 
near-misses and obscurity, he 
has found the winning com­ 
bination that has turned him into 
a thumbs-up, bona-fide country 
music star, who is now in

Because of the salon's lower 
prices and first-class work­ 
manship, Mrs 
Schleifer ex­ 
plained. 
Though she refused to dis­ 
close any prices, she said, "For 
the money a woman spends in 
Paris for one dress, she can get 
two-and-a-half here.”

Amendments may ban 
mousetraps in Ohio

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
When Ohioans go to the polls in 
November it appears they'll be 
voting on an amendm ent to the 
state constitution that would 
ban mousetraps. 
The Ohio Committee for Hu­ 
m ane Trapping, Inc., has tenta­ 
tively qualified its proposal to 
ban leg-hoki traps in the state 
as one of the amendm ent issues 
for the general election ballot. 
The comm ittee, headed by 
Sandy 
Rowland 
of 
Bowling 
Green, claim s the traps are in­ 
humane and cause "continuing, 
prolonged suffering" in both 
wild and dom estic animals. 
Mrs. Rowland said she was 
optim istic that the voters would 
approve 
the 
amendm ent 
in 
light of a poll which "indicates 
74.9 per cent of the Ohio elec­ 
torate favors" such a ban. 


While there may be m any 
Ohioans who want to outlaw the 
traps, some 50.000 state resi­ 
dents are licensed to trap and 
and their income from raw furs 
alone totals 1» million a year, 
according to the D epartm ent of 
N atural Resources 
"Econom y is not my busi­ 
ness, m anaging resources is," 
said wildlife division chief Dale 
Haney. "B ut there is a whole 
other picture involved" in such 
a ban. 


The wildlife division 
feels 
that trapping "is essential to 
wildlife m anagem ent," Haney 
explained "And we view (the 
proposed ban) as a threat to 
our ability to manage the < wild­ 
life) resource.” 
Mrs Rowland calls leg hold 
traps "totally indiscrim inate ... 


barbaric ... and unnecessary. 
There are other trapping de­ 
vices that could and should be 
used." 
The trouble is, it looks as if 
the 
amendm ent 
also 
would 
wind up outlawing the catching 
of birds for banding purposes 
and the use of the common, ev­ 
eryday home m ousetrap. The 
language of the am endm ent 
proposal 
says 
it 
would 
be 
against the law to use any kind 
of trap that would cause "con­ 
tinuing, prolonged suffering." 
Opponents point out that any­ 
time 
you 
keep 
an 
animal 
against its will — in any kind 
of trap, including the sort Mrs. 
Rowland says should be used — 
it suffers for a continuing peri­ 
od of time — even if it’s just 20 
minutes. 
The departm ent will be put­ 
ting up a Tight. So will Ohioans 
for Wildlife Conservation, the 
Wildlife Legislative Fund and 
other 
organized 
sportsm an’s 
groups and interests. 
The newest group, Ohioans 
for Wildlife Conservation, has 
som e high powered backers — 
former U.S. Atty. Gen. William 
Saxbe, home in M echanics burg 
after a stint as U.S. Am bassa­ 
dor to India; Dan Galbreath, 
financier and sportsm an, and 
pro golfers Tom Weiskopf and 
Ed Sneed . 
Gov Jam es A. Rhodes hasn’t 
taken a public stand on the is­ 
sue But as governor, he runs 
the natural resources depart­ 
ment and the departm ent is to­ 
tally against the proposal. This 
indicates that the departm ent 
has his tacit approval to oppose 
the ban.

The 
set of six stamps and a souve­ 
nir sheet features illustrations 
of classic old autos 
The 35 fr shows the Benz of 
Germany, 1894, with its open 
style design. The 50 fr depicts 
the De Dion Bouton of France, 
1893, al90 featuring an open 
carriage design. The 60 fr pic­ 
tures the Cannstatt-DaimJer of 
Germany, 1899, predecessor of 
the Mercedes. The 70 fr has the 
Sunbeam of England, 1904 mod­ 
el. The 100 fr displays the 


Renault of France, 1908 model. 
The highest value is the 200 fr 
which illustrates the Silver 
Ghost by Rolls Royce of Eng­ 
land, produced in 1909 
The 
souvenir sheet repeats the 100 
fr and 200-fr designs and also 
shows Thomas Rickett’s 1858 
steam-driven auto. 
Another new set of stamps 
highlighting the endangered an­ 
imal species of its country has 
been issued by the West Afri­ 
can Republic of Togo. These 
stamps bring special attention 
to major groups of African 
mammals and reptiles faced 
with extinction. 
Featured on the stamps are 
the 
African 
slender-snouted 
crocodile. Nile crocodile, olive 


colobus, chimpanzee, leopard 
and West African manatee. 


Amid all the hubbub and 
hoopla engendered by the is­ 
suance of stamps honoring the 


Silver Jubilee of Queen Eliza­ 
beth 
II's accession 
to the 
throne, is the last hurrah — the 
long-awaited set of four stamps 
from Britain’s own post office. 


The release of the stamps coin­ 
cided with the Jubilee Tour by 
the Queen started last May in 
Scotland. The tour ends in Lon­ 
donderry on Aug. 11. 


The new stamps are in values 
of 8.5 pence. 10 p, 11 p, and 13 
p Reminiscent of the 1935 Ju­ 
bilee issue, the design is built 
around a portrait of the Queen. 
It is framed with the decorated 
initials "ER", the words "Sil­ 
ver Jubilee" and the dates 
"1952-1977.” Each stamp differs 
only in the color and the de­ 
tailed decoration of the initials. 
The only other Royal Silver 
Jubilee stamp issue was in 1935 
to celebrate 25 years of the 
reign of King George V.

Whether you do sanding with 
a power tool or by hand, the 
choice of the proper sandpaper 
has an effect on the quality of 
the result. 
To make the right selection, 
it is necessary to know some­ 
thing about the kinds of mate­ 
rial available and what their 
purposes are. Keep the follow­ 
ing list handy so that when you 
have a finishing job to do, you 
can refer to it as a guide for 
choosing the best abrasive for 
the specific project. 
Gosed-coat abrasive — The 
•tides are close together, 
is the type used in most 
finishing tasks. 
Open-coated abrasive — The 
particles are spaced farther 
apart so that the sandpaper 
won’t be clogging continuously. 
Generally used on rough work 
that tends to cause clogging. 
Extra coarse — Mostly for 
removing paint and other ok! 
finishes. 
Coarse — For smoothing out 
rough stock that is badly in 
need of sanding.

This 


Medium — For smoothing out 
surfaces 
that 
have 
small 
scratches and slight imperfec­ 
tions. 
Fine - This type takes care 
of the final sanding before ap­ 
plying the first coat of finishing 
Qiaterial. 
Very fine — When the finish­ 
ing instructions call for a light 
sanding between coats, this is 
the grade to use. 
(Grading systems using num­ 
bers are still being used, but 
there is more than one such 
system, so it is better to buy 
according to the above list.) 
Flint — The cheapest. Less 
efficient than other kinds, but 
good for rough hand sanding, 
since it can be thrown away 
when it clogs. 
Garnet — Also inexpensive. 
Better than flint and especially 
effective on hardwood. 
Aluminum oxide — A man- 
made abrasive. Tough, fast-cut­ 
ting and durable. Well suited 
for power senders. 
Silicon carbide — Another 
man-made 
product. 
Similar 
characteristics to aluminum ox­ 
ide. Excellent for sanding glass 


and other hard materials. 
Emery — For use on metal, 


although the previously men­ 
tioned two products are begin­ 
ning to take over some of its 
functions. 


Wet-o r-dry — Has a water­ 
proof backing so that it can be 
used when wet, considered an 
advantage for fine sanding by 
many professional finishers. 


Sanding block — An object 
around which the sandpaper is 
wrapped 
when 
sanding 
by 
hand. Can be rubber, wood,. 
metal or any other material. 
The more resilient the block, *9 
the more sensitive it is to pre- 
, 
cision sanding; a rubber block, 
for instance, is good for round­ 
ing the ends of wood.

DEAR DR LAMB - Can 
you tell me the cause of 
aphthous ulcers in the mouth? 
Are they contagious? Can you 
suggest a reliable cure for 
such an ulcerated condition? 
What are the chances of a 
recurrence? 
DEAR READER — As you 
know these are commonly 
called canker sores. I'm 
afraid we are not much better 
off in treating them than we 
are in dealing with the com­ 
mon cold. 
The truth is we don't know 
what causes them, although 
there are several theories 
offered as an explanation 
Some claim they are an 
allergy, others an immune 
response — which means that 
the body becomes allergic to 
part of its own tissues, in this 
case the tissues in the mouth. 
Still others think a virus is in­ 
volved 
It follows that there is no 
good treatment. The best ap­ 
proach is to keep the mouth 
clean Your doctor may want 
to coat the area with some 
relatively insoluble substance 
to protect it and promote heal­ 
ing A new substance. Prox- 
igel, is sometimes used for 
this purpose. Sometimes 
coating the area with silver 
nitrate helps. In any case they 
usually go away in a cobple of 
weeks — and they return 
Any focus of irritation in the 
mouth such as ill-fitting den­ 
tures or a tooth out of line 
should be corrected

Boosting the payroll tax yield 
by raising the ceiling on tax­ 
able earnings has appeal in 
Congress because it does not in­ 
crease the burden on lower 
paid employes, while a rate 
raise hits everyone.

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Labor leadership power shifting to new breed of union official 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
American labor movement is 
undergoing a m anagerial revo­ 
lution that has produced the 
most 
sweeping 
leadership 
changes since the 1940s, with 
power passing to a new breed 
of union official. 
AFL-CIO President 3eorge 
Meanv still dominates tie giant 
labor federation, but for the 
first tim e his legislative lobby­ 
ing and political tactics are 
being challenged Sone of the 
new, younger union presidents 
have even urged hin publicly 
to retire 


“ He’s 83 and he should get 
out and let somebody a little 
younger and a little closer to us 
get on with it,” says the out­ 
spoken William W. Winpisinger, 
newly elected president of the 
International 
Association 
of 
M achinists. At 53, he is 30 
years younger than Meany. 
Death and retirem ent in the 
'la s t three years have brought 
•to power a new generation of 
leaders 
in 
the 
construction 
trades, the clothing unions and 
im ore than a dozen m ajor indus­ 
t r i a l unions. 
This year alone, the nation’s 


three largest industrial unions 
— the m achinists, the auto and 
steelw orkers — elected new 
leaders. By y ear’s end, only 
two of the 33 union presidents 
who m ake up the AFL-CIO’s 
policy-making executive council 
will have served on the council 
longer than eight years. 
The new leaders generally 
are younger and better edu­ 
cated than the old-timers of la­ 
bor's rough and tumble days. 
Several have law degrees. They 
are also, for the most part, 
more 
liberal 
politically and 
m ore m ilitant in their attitude 


toward organizing new m em ­ 
bers. 
“ Today’s labor leader is far 
better equipped to handle the 
tough 
economic 
issues 
that 
come up at the bargaining 
table, and they know how to 
read a profit and loss state­ 
ment or a com puter printout,” 
says A1 Zack, the AFL-CIO’s 
long-time spokesman. And, he 
adds, “They all read the Wall 
Street Journal ” 
But Zack and other observers 
think the new group of leaders 
will have m ore im pact on style 
than on substance. 


“ The changes are not as apt 
to be as dram atic as some 
people think because the basic 
fundamentals of wages, hours 
and working conditions will still 
be the fundam entals,’’ says an 
other labor veteran 
The building trades unions, 
traditionally the labor move­ 
m ent’s most conservative ele­ 
ment, are beginning to show 
change under new leaders. 
Long criticized for their ex- 
:lusionary policies, the craft 
jnions are actively recruiting 
ninorities and women 
They 
ilso have begun easing restric- 


ive work practice rules to be- 
:ome more competitive with 
lonunion contractors who are 
aking a larger share of build- 
ng jobs. 
New leadership in the needle 
rades has given new life to 
these unions, now campaigning 
to organize Southern textile fac- * 
tories and restrict clothing im ­ 
ports that have caused the loss 
of American jobs.

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Safari Museum in Kansas honors 


explorers Osa, Martin Johnson 


By PAUL STEVENS 
Associated Press Writer 
CHANUTE, Kan. (A P ) - The 
rolling hills of southeast Kansas 
are 8,000 miles and another 
world removed from East Af­ 
rica, but a bit of the Dark Con­ 
tinent’s heritage is preserved in 
a two-story, converted railroad 
building in downtown Chanute. 
The Safari Museum is a trib­ 
ute to Martin and Osa Johnson, 
an adventurous Kansas couple 
who became world famous as 
explorers, photographers, au­ 
thors and naturalists during the 
early part of this century. 
Its artifacts draw 7,000 to 8,- 
000 visitors each year into the 
unimposing structure nestled 
among downtown 
businesses 
and the Santa Fe Railroad 
freight warehouse. 
"People are very surprised to 
find this right in the middle of 
Kansas,” said Dorothy Wilson, 
an assistant at the museum. 
“ But they’re pleasantly sur­ 
prised and I hope they pass it 
on." 
The museum, one of five in 
Kansas 
accredited 
by 
the 
American Association of Mu­ 
seums, opened in 1961 in a 
building donated by Santa p,e to 
the city. 
Neither of the Johnsons lived 
to see its creation. 
Martin 
Johnson died in a plane crash 
in 1937 and Osa died of a heart 
attack in 1953 
‘‘They apparently had an 
agreement whereby whichever 
one of them died last, that side 
of the family inherited the col­ 
lection,” 
Mrs. 
Wilson 
said. 
“ Osa died last and her mother 
got the things.” 
Osa’s mother, 
Mrs. 
Belle 
I^ighty, who died here in 1976 
at the age of 99. gave the John­ 
sons’ collection to the city with 
the stipulation that it be publi­ 
cly displayed. 
Martin Johnson was living in 
Independence, Kan., when in 
1907 at the age of 21 he got the 
chance to travel around the 
world with author Jack Ixmdon 
on 
l-ondnn’s 
yacht, 
"Tht 
Snark." In assembling a crew, 
London advertised for a ship's 
rook Johnson applied and gut 
the job. but he was said to have 
sjwnt the entire summer learn­ 
ing to rook 
After the tnp, Johnson re-

turned to Independence for a 
short time and was married to 
Osa I^eighty of Chanute. They 
soon began their travels to 
East Africa and the South Seas 
in earnest. 
" I think Martin had a pre­ 
monition things were going to 
change, that there would soon 
come a time when animals 
would no longer be free and 
roaming,” Mrs. Wilson said. 
The 
Johnsons began 
pre­ 
serving the undisturbed sanc­ 
tuary of animal life and primi­ 
tive peoples on film, producing 
10 full-length movies. They also 
were active writers. Johnson’s 
first book, "Through the South 
Seas with Jack l-andon,” was 
published in 1913. 


Johnson wrote a total of eight 
books and Osa wrote 10, many 
of them after her husband’s 
death. The museum has copies 
of all the books and it is work­ 
ing to obtain prints of the mo- 
t.on pictures. 
A reminder that the couple 
was also active in safari hunt­ 
ing is preserved on a wall of 
the museum — a blanket made 
from the skins of 12 leopards. 
Many ecology-minded visitors 


play, Mrs. Wilson said. “ But 
they did that in 1922, we tell 
them,” she said. “ But they say, 
‘Oh, yes, but 12 animals?’ The 
Johnsons also trapped some an­ 
imals and sold them to zoos, in­ 
cluding five cheetahs they sold 
to the St. Louis Zoo.” 
Among the exhibits in the 
museum are a South Seas Dev- 
il-Devil, Masai hunting spears 
and shields from East Africa, 
and portraits of primitive Afri­ 
can peoples and cannibals from 
the South Seas. 
Mrs. Wilson said one of the 
most popular exhibits was a 
collection of African artifacts 
donated by Dr. Pascal Impe- 
rato, health commissioner of 
New York City and a former 
physician in Mali. 
More than 200 masks, statu­ 
es, musical instruments, house­ 
hold items and religious objects 
from 
more 
than 
30 
tribal 
groups arc contained in the col­ 
lection on the second floor of 
the museum. The display was 
officially opened in 1974. 
Museum director Keith Bol- 
lwahn said he hoped to further 
open the museum’s facilities to 
researchers and also planned a 
traveling exhibit to introduce

films lead to series
